One life 
boat wag swamped by the great col- 
umns of water thrown up by the ex- 
plosion of the torpedo. 


The fishing smack 
Gratia, 
which 
was four miles off, felt the shock of 
the explosion and hastened 
to the 
scene. The fishermen arrived in time 
to take off the crew ot the 
Oakby, 
-inft-of whom were injured. ' 
The periscope of a submarine was 
seen before the explosion by the chief 
engineer of the Oakby. 
An attempt 
was made to two the Oakby to Dover, 
but she 
sank 
oft Folkestone this 
morning. 


The Oakby apparently 
was men- 
tioned in a dispatch from Lydd, Eng- 
land, last 
night. 
This message re- 


ferred to the torpedoing of two ves- 
sels off Hastings. One sank, but her 
crew was .saved and landed at Rams- 
gate. 
The other was in a sinking 


condition, and a mine, sweeper was 
described as endeavoring to tow her 
in to-Dover.

"Think of the principle upon -which 
such a proposition is framed—that 
prices shall be fixed by law, instead 
of by agreement between buyer and 
seller. Perhaps Senator Bra-" may 
seek to defend his ridiculous and mis- 
chievous proposal by citing the fact 
tnat a former legislature enacted a 
law providing for a two-cent passen- 
ger rate on the railroads of Wiscon- 
sin. It did, and in doing so it ignored 
the finding of the railroad commission 
at that time that, two and one-half 
cents, instead of two cents, would be 
fair compensation to the 
railroads 
There is unwisdom as. well as injus- 
tice in forcing railroads to carry pas- 
sengers for less than a remunerative' 
fare. But the legislature has a louder 
call 
to dictate railroad rates than 


newspaper rates, for railroads cannot 
come into being without franchises 
irom the state, and often it happens 
that they would not he built but for 
the incentive of land-grants. 
Where 


they do not secure land-grants, they 
are dependent upon tie favor of the 
state to secure the exercise of power 
of condemnation to get their right o 
way. 


"A newspaper enjoys no special 
privilege granted by the state. A pub 
lishtng company is not a public ser 
vice corporation. Usually it performs 
a considerable service for the com 
munity in which it exists; but the 
financial risks attendant upon carry- 
ing on each publishing enterprise are 
borne by the individual or individuals 
whose money is invested 
in the 
stock. Many an excellent newspaper 
gives space' and energy to the promul- 
gation of ideas that remunerate it not 
at all, but boom the town. The news- 
paper's living dep-ends to a consider- 
able extent upon its advertising The 
cost of newspaper advertising diffets 
•widely, for there are no two news- 
papers exactly alike in the matter of 
their outlay or in the matter of their 
income. Neither are there any two 
alike in the service which they give 
to advertisers, as that depends partly 
upon the quality of tfceir circulation 
The legislature is as incompetent to 
set a price for newspsiper advertising 
as it is to set a price for neckties or 


or 
for paintings and 
for potatoes, 
statues. 


"Senator Bray's bill, if it became a 


law and were sustained by the courts 
would involve a preposterous invasion 
of private right. Every citizen of Wis-

Bears Brunt of Its Burdens 


American sympathy can be given 


without reserve to "partitioned Po- 
land," Uie magnificent, much-promis- 
ing empire of yesterday, the keen suf- 
fering battlefield 
of today, 
whose 


farms and industry, villages and_cit- 
ies are being made war offerings "and 
whose' people are. fighting one another 
under three different flags; for. Po-N 
laud is the least concerned sacrifice

struggle. Polish 
lands comprise almost the entire east- 
ern war theatre. This people, their 
chequered, turbulent history, their 
proud boasts and dearest hopes, and 
their peculiar characteristics are care-

torico-geographical study made for the' 
National. Geographic society by Wil- 
liam Joseph Showalter. 
Mr. Showalter says of the brilliant 
middle European kingdom of yester- 
day:

GOVERNMENT TAKES 


ADDED PRECAUTIONS 


All Territory East of the Mitsissippi 


and North 
of Tennessee, In- 


cluded in Quarantine Zone.

Washington, Feb. 24.—Two orders 
Just 
signed by 
the secretary 
of 
agriculture 
make 
radical 
changes 
in the quarantine 
regulations for 
the foot and mouth disease. All the 
territory east of the Mississippi and 
north of. Tennessee is now included 
In the .quarantined area and no ship, 
ments of live stock, except for 
the 
purpose of Immediate slaughter, will 
be permitted from this area to the 
south or west. 
Stock owners, how- 
ever, in. the states of Virginia, West 
Virginia, Vermont, Maine, and 
the 
District of Columbia may -ship • • out 
their stock upon affidavit that it has 
been on their .farms, for. a certain 
length of time and has not been ex- 
posed to any risk of contagion. 
This step the 
authorities -believe 
to be necessary for the protection of 
the 
south, . southwest, 
and 'west, 
which have not as- yet been 
affected 
by the disease. 
The recent discov- 
ery of:a few cases where cattle, ship- 
ped from areas where .the 
disease 
had, existed, carried it to previously 
uninfected sections, 
such 
as 
four 
counties in Kansas, 
convinced 
the 
department that no precautions will 
make 
such 
shipments 
absolutely 
safe. The new measure, it is said, 
should.confine.the.disease to the re- 
glons-ln which it has already made 
its appearance and in which the 
work of eradicating it will be pushed 
as before. All of the large slaughter- 
ing centers are within this area and 
very few shipments 
for immediate 
.slaughter are expected to be made 
out of it. 


Tinder the new. regulatians terri- 
tory- within the area-DOW quarantined, 
which was formerly free, 
is desig- 
nated as restricted territory. 
In this 
restricted territory live -stock may 
be moved freely 
to 
other 
points 
within the same territory, but can 
not pass beyond the 
limits of the 
quarantined area, except for immedi- 
ate slaughter. The regulations gov- 
erning the area known • resneetively 
as closed, exposed, and modified, re- 
main practically the same as before. 
From the modified area live stock 
can be shipped for immediate slaugh- 
ter to points within the quarantined 
area and from exposed area as well, 
after a preliminary 
inspection and 
certification .by federal 
authorities. 
No stock may be shipped out o f l h e 
closed area for any purpose and can 
only be shipped into it for immedi- 
ate slaughter. 


Immediate slaughter Is now defined 
as slaughter within 
48 hours 
after 
the stock arrives at the abattoir. No 
I'eshipments from abattoirs are now 
permitted; . These regulations 
'have 
been;made necessary by the fact'that 
in a number of instances cattle os- 
tensibly: Intended 
for 
immediate 
slaughter at one abattoir have-been 
hem there for several'days and then 
reshipped to other yards where they 
have been, allowed to remain 
until 
the'disease had actually broken out.;
